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GENEROUS ADVANCES TO 
INDUSTRY. 


A Lalf-yearly genera’ meeting of the share- 
holders of the Hiveinian Bank was heid at 
th. head office, College Green, Dublin, \es- 
terday morning. Mr. Martin F. Mahony, 
Chairman, presided, and all the directors an'i 
the Secretary, Mr. James M. Greer, were ip 
attondance. 

The Chairma moved the adoption of the 
oo report and statement of accounts, 
v ich recommended the payment of a divi- 
dend at the rate of 10 per cent. annum, 
f..e of incom: tax. Dealing with the posi- 
tion of the bank, he said :— | 
Gentlemen,—The statement of accounts 
now submitted to you presents a few features 
of special interest to which I would briefly 
refer. You have, no doubt, observed that 
we, in common with the other Irish banks 
whos. balance sheets have been recently pub- 
lished, have to record a decrease in the 
amount held from the public on deposit and 
current accounts. This decrease, which 
amounts to almost £900,000, as compared 
with 30th June, 1924, is due to various causes. 


which, it is hoped, will not be recurrent, and 


on which I need not now dwell. No doubt 
you have also observed that our business 
under the head of advances has expanded 
duritg the twelve months to the extent of 
over £500,000. We have met the require- 
ments of members of the trading and farm- 
ing community in every case in vhich fair 
and reasonable cause is shown for granting 
accommodation to help them to bear the 
str.ss 0: the unfavourable season, and we 
have also afforded increased financial facilities 
to various public bodies, such as County 
Councils, etc. In order to meet the with- 
drawal of deposits and the demand for further 
advances, it was necessary to realise one 
million of our investments, which now stand 
in the balance sheet at £5,910,000, as against 
£6,900,000 in June, 1924. The investments, . 
together with the cash in hand and with 
bankers, bear the proportion of 50 pcr cent. 
to our liabilities to the public. Our net 
prefits, amounting to £52,885. work out at 
about £1,200 less than the figure for the 
corresponding period last year. 

A SATISFACTORY HALF-YEAR. 
The result of the half-year’s operations 
may, in all the circumstances, be regarded as 
satisfactory, and the directors feel pleasure 
i. being able to maintain the dividend at the 
same rate as that which was paid for the 
preceding half-year. Out of the half-year’s 
profits it is also proposed to set apart £7,250 
fue the income tax suspense account, to allo 
c a £5,000 in reduction of bank premises 
account, and to add £15,000 to the reserve 
fund. Although the reserve has been brought 
up to a figure in excess of the amount of the 
aid-up capital, it is considered right to 
follow the prudent policy of continuing to 
allocate a chetantiol portion of each half- 
year's profits to.the fund, and thus further 
strengthen the bank's position. On the allo- 
cations referred to being made, there wil! re- 
main a balance of £16,758 to be carried for 
ward to next account. This balance com- 
pares with £16,123 brought in, after deduct- 
ing the £10,000 voted by the shareholders to 
the staff widows’ and orphans’ fund at the 
last helf-vearly meeting. I may here mention 
that a small committee selected from the 
staff of the bank has been engaged in draft- 
ing rules for adoption in connection with the 
proposed widows’ and orphans’ fund, which 
is to be established on a contributory basis. 
It is anticipated that the scheme will be 
settled and put in ‘force before the end of 


this year. 

THE CENTENARY. 
You have been already reminded of the 
fact that this year is the centenary of the 
establishment of the bank. I do not propose 
to enter into details regarding the bank's 
history from the date of its establishment. 
Most ‘of the shareholders know that it ex- 
perienced many vicissitudes up to the year 
1885, when the old deed of settlement was 
repealed, the present constitution adopted. 
and the name of the company changed to the 
present title. From that time onward its 
course has been one of almost unbroken pro- 
gress. Many new branches have been opened ; 
our resources have reached a satisfactory 
figure; the dividend paid to the shareholders 
has been gradually brought up to the present 
rate of ten per cent. per annum, free oí 
income tax; a strong reserve fund has been 
built up, and I think I may say that the bank 
now enjoys, and will, I am sure. retain, a fuil 
measure of public confidence and support. 
May I be permitted to say on my own 
behalf and on behalf of my colleagues that 
the man to whom the credit of our success is 
largely due is our very able general manager, 
Mr. Collins, whose life work has been devoted 
to the interests of this bank. (Applause.) 
Mr. T. Levins Moore seconded the adoption 
of the report. 
SHAREHOLDERS’ CONGRATULATIONS. 
Mr. J. J. Maguire, supporting, said that 
it was a matter of great satisfaction to the 
shareholders to get ten per cent., free oí 
income tax, which really meant the very sub- 
stantial return of 125 per cent. on their 
capital. In their centenary year it was 
gratifying that they had reached the highest 
point in their history. Critics in the news- 
papers and elsewhere had spoken about the 
Irish banks and their policy with regard to ad 
vances. As far as he could judge, the banks 
had been too liberal in making advances to 
Irish concerns. Making advances to public 
bodies was an encouragement to extravagance 
at the expense of the ratepayers. Wasting 
and squandering and borrowing seemed to be 
the main rés of the public boards of this 
country. In the last of those they should be 
restrained as much as possible. It seemed to 
him that the working expenses of the bank 
were too high, and salaries and expenses 
should be reduced before the years when their 
prosperity would not be so great as at present. 

Sir T. Callan Macardle, Dundalk, thanked 
the directors for the position of the institu- 
tion, and said that it was a splendid thing to 
see their reserves considerably in excess of the 
paid-up capital.

in being very conservative in policy. The 
more conservative their banks were 
the better for everyone.

The Empire’s Future. 

During the last half-century the structure 
of the British Empire has undergone what 
Mr. Amery, Secretary of State for the 
Dominions, well described in the House 
of Commons yesterday as a transforma- 
tion. The British Commonwealth is an 
association of races, diverse in breed, 
creed and colour, and scattered over the 
five Continents. Other empires have been 
founded by the spread of a conquering 
race. over a continuous expanse of terri- 
tory,.and they have lived only so long as 
the conquerors have been strong enough 
to force their laws and manners upon 
| their subjects. The people of these little 
islands never could hold their sea-divided 
dominions by their military resources; 
their Empire lives because their versatile 
and liberal genius has inspired a grate- 
ful. loyalty in the peoples to whom they 
have given their flag and the British peace, 
One by one the territories sought out by 
the seamen and explorers, subdued by the 
soldiers and opened up by the pioneers 
of the Anglo-Celtic race, have received 
constitutions which have lifted them in 
effect, if not in name, to the rank of 
sovereign States. The uprise of these 
new nations, however, has lacked hitherto 
due. ‘recognition in the machinery devised 
for the administration of the Empire. The 
Colonial. Office; formed to deal with the 
affairs oí settlements of adventurers and 
untamed wilds, has been required to deal 


' } with the concerns of what is really a 


league of nations. At last Imperial policy 
has been adapted to the new order. A 
new department henceforward is to be 


concerned with the relations and common 


interests of the Dominions, while back- 
ward territories—Crown Colonies and 
‘Protectorates—will remain the charge of 
the Colonial Office. Large developments 

are foreshadowed by this rearrangeme'it 
of Rye tasks of Empire. 

In his historic speech, wherein he un- 
folded the intentions of the Imperiil 
Government, Mr. Amery said that the 
overburdened Colonial Office hitherto has 
been unable to devote adequate attention 
to.. the vast. problem of Imperial settle- 


} ment. At a time when the Dominions are 


erying out for settlers emigration from 
the United Kingdom has fallen to about 
one-third‘ of its pre-war dimensions. To- 
day, with the decline of overseas markets 
and the rapid growth of fresh competition 
trom Czécho-Slovakia to Japan, British 
industry is depresséd, and unemployment 
has proved incapable of solution in an 
over-populated land.

‘have gained by their partnership. When 
he landed in Africa three months ago the 
Prince himself, in a remarkable spéech 
which was applauded by the Nationalist 
Prime Minister of the Union as well es 
by his English hearers, said that “the 
full conception of what is meant by a 
‘brotherhood of free nations such as ours 
has still to be worked out.’’ Mr. Baldwin's 
Government has addressed itself to the 
working out of that conception. Ireland 
should watch the growth of the larger 
Imperial unity with a lively interest. 
It is not that she, like Britain, 
has a large surplus of population 
| to send overseas, nor even that Imperial 
co-operation, soundly organised, promises 
a preference in the English market for 
her produce over that of her foreign com- 
pétitors ; but rather that, as Mr. Amery 
said, that she “is one of the mother 
countries o; the Empire" and that ' there 
are millions all over the Empire who still 
tink of Ireland as home.” Our country 
is not a youthful cclony, groping its way 
towards power and fame. It is an ancient 
land whose hill: and glens are familiar 
to the imagination, and whose songs and 
stories are dear to the memory, of all 
those colonists overseas who draw their 
blood: frcm these islands. With pride, as 
claiming a right, therefore, Ireland, North 
and South, should participate to the full 
in the advantages of Imperial citizenship. 


Infelix Austria. 


The commission appointed by. the 
League of Nations te examine the economic 
condition of Austria has completed its 
investigations in Vienna, and probably 
will publish its report during the coming 
month. The commission is composed of 
only two members—Mr. W. T. Layton, 
Editor óf the Ecdnomist, and Professor 
Charles Rist, of the University of Paris, 
and has been at work since July Ist. On 
last Saturday these two gentlemen received 
representatives of the Austrian Pres, | 
with whom they discussed the situation ;

Rotary is an 
organisation of businessmen whose watch- 
word is “service.” No fewer than thirty 
national movements were represented at 
the last Convention at Cleveland, Qhio, 
by some six thousand delegates, The im- 
portance of bringing such a body to Dublin 
scarce'y can be exaggerated. Many will 
bring their wives and children with them, 
and it is probable that the direct benefit 
will more than compensate for any ex- 
pense incurred, while the indirect benefit 
will be incalculable. As the Reverend 
R, K. Hanna pointed out, “the work en- 
tailed in holding an International Con- 
vention is enormous, but we are confident 
that, with such an end in. view, everyone 
will do his utmost and that all diffi- 
culties will be surmounted.” The experi- 
ence gained in enteftaining delegates to 
the Tailteann Games will be invaluable, 
and the Tourist Development Associations 
will, by 1927, be in full working order.

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The decision of the Prime Minister to 
deal with ‘the coal crisis himself is re- 
garded favourably, but it does not mean 
‘that Mr. Bridgeman is to be superseded 
as a peacemaker. The idea in the Lobby 
is that the Prime Minister has. evolved 
a scheme of his own, which he will present 
to the coalowners and the miners if they 
fail to agree on a settlement on Wednes- 
day. His meeting with the Special Com- 
mittee appointed by the General Council 
of the Trade Union’ Congress to-day was 
unexpectedly short and friendly, and to- 
morrow he is. to meet the coalowners, 
when, it is hoped, he will be able to brin 
about a change of mind. It was rumou 
later in the evening that Mr. Baldwin's 
plan is of a rather surprising and far- 
reaching character. 

The Cabinet meeting to-morrow will 
be one of unusual importance, Quite 
apart from the coal negotiations, it will 
have to take most important decisions as 
to the neécessary . action in certain 
eventualities. Nothing is to be left to 
chance. It is unlikely that the Govern- 
ment will have to go to Parliament for 
any fresh powers, since it can declare at 
any moment a state of emergency and 
bring the most effective Emergency Powers 
Act into operation without delay. All 
the members of the Government have been 
warned to remain within easy reach of 
Downing street this week, and they also 
have been requested to cancel all engage- 
ments likely to take them out of town. 
It is probable that the Cabinet will meet 
daily until the situation has cleared. 


Economy. 


It is quite possible that a result of the 
overhauling of public expenditure by a 
committee will be a rationing of Govern- 
ment departments by fixing a sum that 
the department must not in any ciream- 
stances exceed. It now seems to have 
dawned upon the Government that the 
public is really in earnest . regarding 
public economy, and, as a consequence, it 
is likely to take immediate steps to ensure 
the saving of money wherever, possible. 
The only doubt about departmental ration- 
ing is whether the departments. will. not 
soon begin to imagine that they have a 
vested interest in certain moneys. and 
attempt, no further économies. That the 
Government is determined in this matter 
is a very good thing for the country; for, 
without. further and severe . economy, 
income tax reduction, and, indeed, -reduc- 
tion of taxation. generally must be 
delayed 


The Irish Loyalists. 


Mr. Amery, ih his review of the work 
of his department in the House of. Com- 
mons. this evening, devoted quite .a lengthy 
space to dealing with Ireland, more, par- 


so ably by Lord Selborne. He made it 
clear that the Government has no inten- 
tion of reviewing the decision of the Irish 
Free State Government in this connection. 
Mr. Amery expressed the hope that the 
informal inquiry to be held would help to 
solve some of the problems. Hearty 
cheers. greeted his statement that the only 
concern of the Government was to help 
on the success of the Irish Free State. 


Mr. Amery's Visit. 


The announcement was made this morn- 
ing that Mr. Amery, the Dominion 
Secretary, is shortly going to Ireland on a 
visit to the Governor-General on business 
connected with the Boundary Commission. 
This story is somewhat incorrect. Mr. 
Amery is probably going to Ireland next 
week on a short visit, but he will be 
going over, like many thousands, to 
visit the Horse Show. The visit is in- 
tended as a compliment on the part of the 
Dominion Secretary towards the Irish 
Free State, and one that will be appre- 
ciated... With regard to the Boundary 
Commission, the report is not yet nearly 
ready, and, since there is no report to 
discuss, it is unlikely that the Dominion 
Secretary would go to Ireland to talk 
about the boundary. 


An Interesting Rumour. 


It has been stated here that a detach- 
ment of the Irish Guards with the band of 
the regiment would be crossing to Ireland 
to take part in the unveiling of a war 
memorial at Longford. The story, how- 
ever, has no real foundation, being merely 
a suggestion that such a thing might be 
arranged. To bring about such a de- 
parture the Government of the Irish Free 
State would have to be approached, and 
any invitation to a detachment of. British 
troops would have to be made officially by 
that Government to the War Office. It 
would be most interesting if such an in- 
vitation could be arranged from the point 
o view both of the Irish Free State and 
of the Irish Guards. 


The Lane Pictures. 


Considerable comment has been passed 
during the past few days in Irish and 
artistic circles on the delay attending the 
decision of the Government regarding the 
pictures once belonging to Sir Hugh Lane. 
Further inquiries into this subject rather 
indicate that a decision is being held up, 
owing to pressure of more important 
matters.

PROTEST AT MAYO COUNTY 
COUNCIL, 

At a special meeting of the Mayo County 
Council at Castlebar Mr. P.. J. Ruttledge 
proposed the re-appointment of Mr. P. A. 
Collery. B.E., Ballina, as Assistant County 
Surveyor for that area. | Mr. Collery had 
been appointed by the old Council, but the 
Ministry refused to sanction the appointment. 

Mr. Ruttledge said that he would not pro- 
pose Mr. Collery if he thought that he would 
sign the document undes Section 71 of the 
Local Government Act de™aring allegiance to 
the Government. He had not = it up 
to the present, and it was only because he 
knew that Mr. Collery would not sign it that 
he proposed his appointment. Religious and 
political tests had to be fought in the six 
counties, and now they would have to fight 
them in the thirty-two counties. 

Mr. R. Walsh seconded. He. said. that 
similar tests were provided in the penal 
Jaws. hut the Irish people defeated them. 
The Ministry had refused to sanction Mr. 
Collerv That wes hich-handed on their 
part, and they should do away with camou- 
flage and state definitely that no member or 
supporter of a certain political party in Ire- 
land had any business applying to a ‘local 
authority for an appointment. If they were 
honest they would put that in the advertise- 
ment. 

Mr. P: O'Hara said that it was his inten- 
tion at the Council to do something for Mr. 
Collery. but having heard the statements of 
Messrs. Ruttledge and Walsh he could not do 


so.

TO STAMP OUT BEGGING. 
SOCIETY’S WORK IN DUBLIN. 


Presiding at the annual meeting of the 
Mendicity Institution, Dublin. yesterday, Mr. 
William Field congratulated the Secretary on 
the efficient manner in which the aims of the 
institution had been carried out. 

The work of the institution, he said, had 
been started 107 years ago on a capital of 
£14,690, and since then upwards of two million 
free meals had been given to poor people. 

All cases coming under their notice were 
carefully inquired into, and. when possible, 
work was found for applicants; The main 
object of the institution was the suppression 
of street mendicancy, by giving aid in cases 
of temporary difficulty. In the past year 
46,310 peop'e had been provided with meals, 
and 371 had been supplied with the means to 
return to their homes or other places where 
situations were awaiting them. In such cases 
the railway and steamship companies gave 
tickets at half fares. On Christmas Day 
nearly a thousand people sat down to a 
special dinner at the institution. 

Canon McGill spoke on the evils of unem- 
ployment, which, he said, was aggravated by 
the number of children who left school before 
they were sixteen,- without having any work 
to take up or any prospect of work.

IRELAND AND THE HOUSE OF 


BONAPARTE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—A correspondent in your columns to- 
day, under the. heading, “ Historical In- 
accuracy,” directs attention to the mistaking 
in yorr foreign correspondence (which is all 
but invariably accurate) of the position of 
Jerome Bonaparte, who was King of West- 
phalia,. for the position of Joachim Murat, 
who was ‘King of Naples and the Two 
Sicilies. 

This error, clearly the result of a 
momentary inadvertence and almost too 
obvious to require correction, may, perhaps, 
L. utilised by the reference in the correcting 
letter t. Jerome B.naparte’s marriage to 
‘Miss Patterson, the American heiress.” 
The brother of this Miss Patterson married 
Marianne Paton, a grand-daughter of Charles 
Carrol, of Carrolton, a gentleman of Irish 
family. who at his death in 1832 was the last 
survivor of the signatories of the Declaration 
of Independence. Mrs. Patterson in 1 
married secondly the Marquess Wellesley, an 
Irishman, when he was Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland. 

There is yet another link hetween Ireland 
and the Bonaparte House. Mr. (afterwards 
Sir Thomas) Wyse. of Waterford, the 
historian of the Catholic Association, a well- 
known and highly popular member of the 
House of Commons in his day, who was 
Minister at Athens from 1849 till his death in 
1862, married in 1821 Letitia Bonaparte, 
daughter of Lucien Bonaparte, ince. of 
Cavino. During a Waterford election this 
lady created a sensation by the wearing of 
orange ribbons round ghe soles of her shoes, 
and thus significantly indicating her senti-
